The type of storm which struck 
the section around Cartersville 
Monday night is still a mystery to 
the local weather bureau, according 
to (, EF. von Herrmann, though 
it is definitely known that tor- 
nadoes caused the loss of life and || 
destruction of property in Ala- |! 
bama. Mr. von Herrmann stated | 
Tuesday night that because of ab- 
sence of means of observation near 
Cartersville the local weather bu- 
rean will not be able to classify 
the storm there until full reports 
are available. | 

The main body of the storm did 
not strike Georgia, he said, as the 
low pressure area started over 
Texas and passed northeast until 
Tuesday it was over the Ohio val- 
levy. It was this storm which cre- 
ated the tornadoes. In Atlanta, 
the bureau recorded a “thunder 
shower” with wind at 32 miles an 
hour. The wind’s velocity was in- 
creased on the streets by the con- 
verging of streets and the angles 
of street corners. Mr. von Herr- 
mann expressed the belief that the 
wind near Cartersville attained a 
velocity of more than 65 or 70 
miles-an hour. ;

Raid, Mysterious Confer- 
ence and Other “Hot 
Tips” Unsuccessful. 


HOPEWELL, N. J., March 22.— 
(P)—A spectacular raid on a New 
York apartment, the visit of a promi- 
nent Chicagoan with confidential in- 
formation, and more than the usual 
flood of “hot tips” all apparently had 
failed tonight to bring the Lindbergh 
kidnaping case any nearer solution.

patients the subject of finance is one. 
‘of great matter, and even humorous | 
‘accounts of attempts to secure money | 
'may not seem amusing to them. | 
“One man's humor is another man’s | 


grief, and the same caution applies to 
the ‘cheerful’ books—there is usually 
nothing more annoying to patients 
than an enforcedly and persistently 
cheerful book or person, The old- 
fashioned novel demanded by some 
readers will not be tolerated by oth- 
ers. On the other hand, the hospital 
might find its curative purpose rather 
if the librarian gave its 
patients certain modern novels, the 
trend of which would seem to be the 
utter futility of living.
